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County Increases 
To New High 157,086 


WEST PALM BEACH — The 
communities of Boca Raton, and 
Riviera Beach appear to be the 
fastest growing towns in Palm 
Beach county according to certifi- 
cation of the special federal cen- 
sus received by the County Com- 
mission Tuesday. 

Breakdown on the towns in the 
county show that Boca Raton with 
a population of 2,736 has tripled in 
size in the past five years—when 
the last regular Federal census was 
taken. 

Riviera Beach, according to the 
special census now has 8,266 resi- 
dents, double its population of five 
years ago. 

In general, all communities in the 
county have shown a population in- 
crease in the past five years. One 
of the few exceptions is Canal 
Point which dropped from 11,022 
five years ago to 939 in the last 
count, 

West Palm Beach continues to be 
the largest city in the county with 
a population’ of 51,015—up about 
8,000 residents since the last cen- 
sus.

“It shall be unlawful.for any person or peréons, as defined 
herein, to engage-in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless: said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuitcourt of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name undér which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name ` 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said _ 
registration is to.be made, and said registration shall not be ac* =~ 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving
